a final vote tomorrow.

signed to raise $850,000,000 from in- 
comes, $360,000,000 from 
corporations 


and the balance from individuals. 
High tax senators were ready to 
make a. determined fight for further 
taxation of incomes. Senators La Fol- 
lette and Hollis had prepared amend- 
ments to raise the individual levy to 
approximately 
$650,000,000 and $357,- 


000,000 respectively. 
Defeat of all such proposals was 
seen today by the leaders as a result 
of the senate's action on war profits 
taxation.

Total Levy $1,286,000,000 


As now written into the hill, the war 


profits section strikes out the house 
jrovision for an 
additional 
tax or 


5200.000,000 and is a substitute for the 
present excess profits law now yield- 
ing 5226,000,000. The total levy of the 
new- 
provision is estimated at 51,^86,- 


It also extends the tax to ordi- 
nary, normal peace profits in excess of 
10 per cent, in addition to excessive 
war profits reached by graduated rates, 
amounted to surtaxes, running from 
12 to 60 per cent. The excess is based 
upon the net income above $5000 of 
corporations, partnerships ana Incuvia- 
uals in trade or business over the 
average of 1911, 1912 and 1913—the pre- 
war standard—with a minimum ex- 
emption of 10 per cent. 
The graduated rates and their esti- 


mated revenue yield follow:

With the war profits section virtual- 


ly disposed of, the senate tomorrow 
will proceed to the income tax section 
under an agreement for its disposition 
Friday. 
As recently increased, tho 


bill would levy 5850,164,000 on incomes 
—5300,000,000 from corporations and tho 
balance from individuals. Senator La- 
Follette will try to raise the individ- 
ual levy to about $650,000,000 and Sen- 
ator Hollis to make it $567,000,000.

which previously did not

to create them." 
Count zu Reventlow, one of the lead- 
ing military critics of Germany, In a 
recent address at an annexation meet- 
ing, said: 
"Before the war we had freedom of 
the seas in a certain sense. But what 
we mean by freedom of the seas is 
not mere peace-time freedom for trade 
in all seas. 
What we need and must 
have is such a degree of German naval 
S 


ower as shall guarantee its immo- 
late superiority over possible enemies 
on the seas at the beginning of hos- 
tilities. 
That is 
why 
the 
Belgian 
coast is necessary to us." 
Dr. Dlederlch Hahn. 
leader of the 
agrarian junker party and member of 
the reichstas, 
recently 
said 
in a 


speech: 
"Has monarohlal 
Germany 
failed? 


No. 
It stands brilliantly before the 
world as a, conqueror. 
We are today 


in the sight of peace. 
May it be a 
real German peace. 
We hope those 
who govern 
us 
will 
realize 
our 
strength, will keep their nerve, and 
continue to face the enemy as con- 
querors, not as cowards. 
Let us keep 
to Bismarck's policy; Germany's fu- 
ture is a future of battle and con- 
quest. 
We roust have the coal fields 


of Longwy and Briey. 
We must havo 
fresh territories for emigration in the 
east. 
We must not return any lands 
we have conquered." 
Would Hold Meuse Line 


This was echoed by Paul Fuhrmann. 
member of the reichstag and leader of 
the national liberal party, in a speech 
at Potsdam in which he argued in fa- 
vor of annexation of Courland 
and 
Lithuania in the 
east; 
annexation, 
with political, military and economic 
control, of Belgium; and retention of 
the line of the Meusc. as affording a 
vantage ground for a future attack on 
France. 
Count Westarp, ono of the conserva- 
tive leaders, speaking in the reich- 
stag. sa.ld: "We must also secure our- 
selves for the future. 
New sacrifices 
require new compensations, new de- 
mands. 
A sufficient war indemnity 
is necessary to arm against the dan- 
gers of the future."

to setting forth that as the kaiser's 
peace offer had been rejected, the hope 
was firm that when tho ruler came to 
sign a peace with *tho conquered allies, 
he would see to it that justice was 
done to the geographical and military 
necessities of Germany. 
Must Store Grains .for K"ext "War 


Friedricli Naumann, German jour- 
nalist, in "Mittel-Europa," has nothing 
but sneers for the peace idea. 
Says 
he:"The moment tho present war comes 
to an end, preparation will have to be- 
gin for the next war, 
not 
only 
by 
armaments, but also by the storage of 
grain and raw materials on a scale 
hitherto undreamed of. 
The system 


of fortified trenches 
will 
become . a 
permanent institution. 
There will come 
into 
existence a 
new system of Roman and Chinese- 
walls, made of earth and barbed wire. 
One of tliem will stretch 
from 
tho 
lower Rhine to the Alps, another from 
Courland to either the right or left of 
Rumania." 


The Germans recognize that one of 
their weaknesses in the beginning of 
the present war was that they did not 
have coaling stations and ports of 
any size in the Pacific or on the West 
African coast, and that they did not 
have swift 
cruisers, 
commerce 
de- 
stroyers, scattered around. 
In the 
next war they want to be prepared to 
harass both English 
and 
American 
commerce. 
Therefore, publicists 
in- 
sist, Germany must not allow herself 
to be shorn of any colonial 
posses- 
sions. 
For instance, tho explorer and 
diplomat, Professor Paul Prouss, writ- 
ing in the Hamburg Nachrichtcn, says: 
"In tho Far Eaat, 
in 
the 
Pacific 
ocean, wo, have for three decades pos- 
sessed a rising little colonial empire, 
and it would be an unforgiveable and 
irreparable mistake to withdraw from 
the Pacific merely because tho great 
settlement of 
interests 
has 
begun 
among three 
great 
powers—Japan, 
North America, and England-Australia 
—and because we shnll have to fear 
that at some later date we should 
come into conflict with those powers." 
Germans are also 
allowing 
them- 
selves to be intrigued by grandiose 
dreams of a. vast African empire. 
So far, few have spoken of taking 
territory in South America, because 
they do not wish to alienate 
great 
neutrals like Argentina and Chile, but 
the threat to tho western hemisphere 
is plain in their vision of a German 
Africa supplying raw materials, food, 
munitions, fighting black men, 
and 
safe harbors for ships in a contest be- 
tween Germany and any other nation. 
Franz Kolbe, in "Deutsche Politik," 
calmly assumes that not only will all 
the German African 
colonies 
be re- 
tained, but that, in addition, the Bel- 
gian Congo, French equatorial Africa, 
and Portuguese Angola will bo taken. 
These possessions will not only have 
adequate garrisons, but also munition 
factories. 
Germany will have naval 
bases .at Bar-es-Salaam, the mouth 
of the Cameroon estuary, the mouth 
of the Congo, on the coast of Angola,' 
and on the coast of southwest Africa. 
Explaining the

JColbo writes: 
"As soon as in a new war the 
Suez canal is closed against England 
by the Turks, all traffic between. Eng- 
land and India, Australia and South 
Africa must go round 
the 
Capo, of 


Good Hope. 
But all the ships must

Central 


Africa. 
It would be impossible for 
England any longer to concentrate 
her whole fleet in the North Sea and 
to menace Germany. 
She would be

STATE HOUSE, Boston, Sept. 6—That 


organized labor in Massachusetts wil 
oppose with all its strength any at- 
:empt to install a system ,of health In- 
surance in this state, provided it in- 
c^ludes any scheme for physical exam- 
nations of tho worker, was the declar- 
ation madtt before tho special commis- 
sion of social insurance yesterday by 
rlenry Sterling, representing the legisl- 
ative committee of the state branch ot 
the American Federation of Labor. 


,"W& beliovo," ilr. Sterling said, "that 
ihysical examinations of the workei 
vould be used simply as a cloak for fui- 
her additions to the blacklist. At pres- 
ent the blacklist is illegal under our 
aws, but the manufacturers find nu- 
merous ways of putting it into effect 
under other names. 
This plan would 


give them an opportunity, within the 
sanction of the law, to dismiss any em- 
ploye, who for any reason, wa$ unde- 
sirable, and there would be no one who 
could properly raise his voifce against 
such action. 


"An unscrupulous employer could dis- 


miss a man on the ground that he diK- 
)layed indications of tuberculosis, and 
lis fellow workmen naturally could not 
nsist that he be taken back. 
Yet. tuo 
action of tho employer might be based 
upon aa erroneous diagnosis of a phy- 
sician paid by the employer to make 
ust that sort of a diagnosis." 
Mr. Sterling was particularly insist- 


ent that labor will not stand for tho 
examinations being made by a jihysic 
n the pay of the employer; IE there are 
,o be examinations, ho said, they mubi 
bo made by physicians selected and 
ompensatod by the commonwealth. 
Ignatius McNulty, 
representing 
the 
Boston Central Labor 
Union, 
differed 


slightly with Mr. Sterling, maintaining 
hat labor wants a health insurance sys- 
tem, although it would prefer that it be 
called a disease prevention system, hut 
he thought the details will have to be 
very carefully worked out in order to 
)o satisfactory to 
labor. 
He 
ugrcec 
that there must be no physician in the 
lay of tho cmployur. but in the light 
>f death-rate statistics, 
and his 
own 


knowledge of 
conditions among 
tho 
working, classes, he insisted that the 
commonwealth must do something to 
allovlate suffering during Incapacity.

to strike, at a time when such action 
, would have seriously crippled the gov-

of .striking, they addressed to the sec- 
retary, of the navy a manifesto, which 
as an expression of industrial patriot- 
ism, is a model. 


'•'We desire," they said, "to stimu- 


late all others to the fullest perform- 
ance of their duty to the country at 
this time. 
We promise to stand by 


you shoulder to shoulder in carrying 
out measures for the development of 
our navy. 
We promise to notify our 


superiors of any indication of disloyal- 
ty on the part of any employe working 
for the government. 
With' the full- 


est confidence that our country is in 
the right in this war, and relying: on 
the wisdom o£ President Wilson, we 
earnestly pray for a speedy success 
for our cause, and we pledge you by 
our work to do our full share toward 
tho victory which will ultimately be 


. ours." 


This utterance no doubt breathes 


the spirit of the great majority of 
workmen in every important industry 


. 
connected with the war. 
Some bodies 


of workmen, however, have let them- 


. selves be misrepresented or misled by 


unwise or . unpatriotic leaders. 
For 


their own interests, as well as the in- 
terests of the nation, they should heed 
the inspiring words of their New .York 
brethren. 


Strikes at this time help tho enemy, 


they prevent or postpone the triumph 
of principles which nearly all work- 
men profess to believe in,' and they

Friendly adjustment

The government, which

But fairness 
there must be, on the part of labor 
just as on the part of capital.

DISTRIBUTING COAL 


The first thing that the 
United 


States government did when it as- 
sumed control of the fuel industry was 
to tackle the situation existing around 
the Great Lakes. The lake ports were 
suffering from a shortage, 
and 
tho 


whole northwest was threatened with 
a coal famine next winter. 


There was plenty 
of 
coal being 


mined, but the railroads were not car- 
rying it to the lake pprls, and the 
freighters were not carrying it up the 
lakes. 
The administration promptly 


did three things in rapid succession. 


First, it established a "pooling sys- 


tem" through 
which any freighter 


seeking a cargo of coal at any port 
could take on any coal that happened 
to be there awaiting shipment. 
That 


avoided the old delays in 
loading. 


The government itself made the nec- 
essary re-adjuBtments. 


Second, the administration ordered 


that until the shortage was relieved, 
the several dozen railroads running 
between coal fields and lake ports 
Bhould give coal priority of shipment. 


Third, it ordered that tho practice 


of freighters going up the lakes "light" 
should be 
discontinued—that 
every 


boat should carry coal up as well as 
ore down. 


These wero simple, obvious, sensible 


things to do. 
There have been many 


times before when they needed doing 
But nobody ever did them. 
Tho, case 


with which they wero done, and tha 
Immediate relief they gave, afford a 
striking example of the need and value 
of public management in many o£ our 
great industries.

No Clause Can 
Be Inter- 


preted to Raise Bar Against 
Any Measure to Aid U. S. 


SARATOGA SPRINGS. N. Y., Sept. 
.—No clause in the constitution 
of 


he United States can be so Interpret-, 
ed as to raise a bar against the adop- 
ion by the government of any mens- 
jro which would aid in tho successful 
prosecution of tho war, according to 
Charles E. Hughes, former Justice of 
he supreme court, who addressed the 
American Bar association 
here last 


night. 
His subject was "War Powers 


Under the Constitution." 


"In 
the unusual circumstances of 


var," said Mr. Hughes, "it Is natural that 
here should be some confusion with 
respect to the constitutional warrant 
'or extraordinary action taken or con- 
templated. 
Some altogether miscon- 
:eive the constitution. 
Others, vague- 


y fear that we aro serving temporary 
exigency at the expense of our 1'unda- 
nental law, and that 
we 
aro 
thus 


jre.eding a lawless constitutlon-lgnor- 
ng spirit which is a serious menace 
:o our future. 
Others seek to raise 
doubts of power In order to embarrass 
.he prosecution of the war. And there 
ceem to be still others who in their 
zeal impatiently and without thoucht 
nut the, constitution aside as having 
no relation to these times. 
"Wliile we are at war, we are not 
n revolution. 
We are making war as 
a nation organized under the conatltu- 
.ion, which which the established na- 
.ional authorities 
derive 
all 
their 
powers either in war or In peace. Tho 
constitution is as effective today as It 
ever was and the oath to support it Is 
ust as binding. 
But the framers of 
:he constitution did not contrive an 
mposing spectacle of impotency. One 
of the objects of 'a more perfect union' 
was 'to provide for the common de- 
fence.' 
A nation 
which 
could 
not 
ight would be powerless to secure 'the 
blessings of liberty to ourselves and 
our posterity.' 
Self-preservation is 
the lirst law of national life nnd tho 
constitution itself provides the neces- 
sary powers in order to defend and 
preserve the United States. 
"The war powers under the con- 
stitution are carefully distributed. To 
congress is given the power 'to declare 
war.' 
The proposal to add 'to make 
peace,' found no favor, 
as 
this 
was 
deemed to belong to tho troaty-mak- 
ng power vested in the president and 
senate. 
To the president WHS given 
the direction of wnr r.s the comnmnd- 
or-in-chief of the army and navy. 
It 
was not in contemplation of the con- 
stitution that the command of forces 
and the conduct of campaigns should 
he in charge, of a council or that as to 
this there should be division of au- 
thority or responsibility. 
The prose- 
cution of war demands in the highest 
degree the promptness, directness and 
unity of action in military operations 
which alone can proceed from 
the 
executive. 
This exclusive power to 
command the army and navy and thus 
to direct and control campaigns ex- 
hibits not autocracy 
but democracy 
fighting effectively through Its chosen 
instruments and In accordance 
with 


the established organic law.

Mr. Hughes then explained the pow- 
ers of the government In wartime in 
relaxation to taxation, punishment of 
treason and the guarantees of per- 
sonal and property rights. 
In 
this 
regard ho pointed out that 
the 
su- 
preme court had decided that congress 
was without power to provide for tho 
trial of citizens by military commis- 
sions save In the locality of actual 
war and where there was no access to 
the courts. . Touching upon the regu- 
lation of business, he said: 
"The extraordinary circumstances of 
war may bring particular business and 
enterprises clearly into the category 
of those which aro affected with a 
public interest and which demand im- 
mediate and 
thorough-going 
public 
regulation. 
The production ana dis- 
tribution of 
foodstuffs, 
articles 
of 
prime necessity, those which have di- 
rect relation to military efllcioncy, those 
which aro absolutely required for the 
support of the people during the stress 
of conflict, are plainly 
of 
this sort. 
Reasonable regulations to 
safeguard 
tho resources upon which we depend 
for military success must bo regarded 
as being within tho powers confided 
to congress to enable It to prosecute 
a successful war. 
"Similarly, it may bo said that the 
power has been expressly ftlven to 
congress to prosecute war, and to pass 
all laws which shall be necessary and 
proper for carrying that power into 
execution. 
That 
power 
explicitly 
conferred and absolutely essential to 
the safety of the nation is 
not 
de- 
stroyed or impaired by any later pro- 
vision of the constitution or by any 
one of tho amendments. 
Thp.so may 
all be construed so as to avoid mak-

STATE HOUSE, Boston, Sept. 6—That 


organized labor In Massachusetts will 
oppose with all its strength any at- 
tempt to install a system of health in- 
surance in this state, provided it In- 
cludes any scheme for physical exam- 
inations of the worker, was tho declar- 
ation mad« before the special commis- 
sion of social Insurance yesterday by 
Henry Sterling, representing tho legis- 
lative committee of the state branch of 
the American Fedoration o£ Labor. 


'"\Ve believe," Mr. Sterling said, "that 
physical examinations of the worker 
would bs used simply as a cloak for fui - 
ther additions to the blacklist. At pres- 
ent the blacklist is illegal under our 
[aws, but the manufacturers find nu- 
merous ways of putting it into effect 
under other names. 
This plan would 
give them an opportunity, within the 
sanction of the law, to dismiss any em- 
ploye, who'for any reason, was unde- 
sirable, and there would be no one who 
could properly raise his voile against 
such action. 
"An unscrupulous employer could dis- 
miss a man on the ground that ho dis- 
played Indications of tuberculosis, and 
his fellow workmen naturally could not 
Insist that ho be taken back. Yet tile 
aotion of the employer might be based 
upon an erroneous dinsnoats of a phy- 
sician paid by the employer to make 
just that sort of a diagnosis." 
Mr. Sterling was particularly Insist- 
ent that labor will not Btand for the 
examinations being made by n physician 
in the pay of the employer; if there aro 
to bo examinations, he said, they must 
be made by physicians selected and 
compensated by tho commonwealth. 
Ignatius McNulty, 
representing tho 
Boston Central Labor Union, 
differed 
slightly with Mr. Sterling, mnlntulnliif 
that labor wants a health insurance sjs- 
tem, although it would prefer that it be 
called a disease prevention system, but 
ho thought the details will have to be 
very carefully worked out In order to 
be satisfactory to labor. 
He agreed 
that there-must be no physician in the 
pay of the employw, but in the light 
of death-rate statistics, 
and his 
own 
knowledge of 
conditions among 
the 
working classes, he insisted that tho 
commonwealth must do something to 
alleviate suffering during incapacity. 
"From the beginning of time," he 
said, "the laboring' man has borne tho 
burdens of his MckneEw. He has borne 
the burden of piln. and the flnnnclal 
burden as well. We refuse to do it any 
longer. 
"We insist that tho Industries 
which cause the sickness of our work- 
ers shall compensate them, In part at 
least, for the wages which they lose. 
If thn Industries refuse to do it. we 
will compel society to share tho burden 
with us. 
"Take the matter of maternity alone: 
statistics show t.hflt In 1S93 thft ileat1! 
rate from childlirvh was 31 for every 
10,000 births. In 1015 It was 51. In that 
year 652 Massachusetts mothers 
dtid 
while performing the greatest function 
of any human being. 
Physicians toll 
us that at least half of those deaths 
might havo been prevented If tho vjc- 
tlms had been jrlven proper care prior 
to confinement. We know that many »' 
our women working in factories cannot 
afford to be idle for a few week;; prior 
to confinement, and because of their fi- 
nancial condition they work, in some 
cases, evon up to tho dny before the 
birth of their child. 
It 13 no wonder 
that the death rato increases under 
such conditions. 
AVe would bo fnlse 
to ourselves if we did not demand that 
society make some provision so that 
prospective mothers may remain Idle 
for a few weeks 
prior to childbirth 


without suffering from want."

superiors of any indicatfon of disloyal- 
ty on the part of any employe working 
for the government. 
With the full- 


est confidence that our country is in 
the right in, this war, and relying on 
the wisdom of President Wilson, we 
earnestly pray for a speedy success 
for our cause, and we pledge you by 
our work to do our full share toward 
the victory which will ultimately be 
ours." 


" This utterance no doubt 
breathes 


the spirit of the great majority of 
workmen in every important industry 
connected with the war. Some bodies 
of workmen, however, have let them- 
selves be misrepresented or misled by 
unwise dr . unpatriotic leaders. 
For 


their own interests, aa well as .tho in- 
terests of the nation, they should heed 
tho inspiring: words of their New .York 
brethren. 


Strikes at this time help the enemy, 


they prevent or postpone the triumph 
of principles which nearly all work- 
men profess to believe in, and they

The first thing that 
the 
United 


Stages government did when it as- 
sumed control of the fuel industry was 
to tackle the situation existing around 
the Great Lakes. The lake ports were 
suffering from a shortage, and 
the 


whole northwest was threatened with 
a coal famine next winter. 


There was plenty 
of coal 
being 


mined, but the railroads were not car- 
rying it to the lake ports, and the 
freighters were not carrying it up the 
lakes. 
The administration promptly 


did three things in rapid succession. 


First, it established a "pooling sys- 


tem" through which 
any freighter 


seeking a cargo of coal at any port 
could take on any coal that happened 
to be there awaiting shipment. 
That 


avoided the old delays in 
loading. 


The government itself made the nec- 
essary re-adjustments. 


Second, the administration ordered 


that until the shortage was relieved, 
the several dozen railroads running 
between coal fields and lake ports 
should give coal priority of shipment. 


Third, it ordered that the practice 


of freighters going up the lakes ''light" 
should be 
discontinued—that 
every 


boat should carry coal up as well as 
ore down. 


These were simple, obvious, sensible 


things to do. 
There have been many 


times before when they needed doing. 
But nobody ever did them. 
The case 


with which they were done, and the 
immediate relief they gave, afford a 
striking example of the need and value 
of public management in many of our 
great industries.

Jnited States capitol to the war de- 
partment, a route symbolic of his own 
career in the presidency, Woodrow 
Wilson walked at the head of all the 
administrative forces of the United 
States. 
Nowhere on earth, save in free Amer- 


ica, could there have been such a dem- 
onstration of unified democracy. 
No- 


where, save in Washington, could there 
be such electHic response to tho pres'- 


enco of the will of a nation's chief. 


It was the president's prayer for the

o Clause Can Be Inter- 
preted to Raise Bar Against 
Any Measure to Aid U. S. 


SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. T., Sept. 
—•No clause In tho constitution of 
ho United States can be so interpret- 
d as to raise a bar against the adop- 
on by tho government of any meas- 
re which would aid in tho successful 
rosecutlon of the war, according to 
harles E. Hughes, former justice of 
IQ supreme court, who addressed the 
morican Bar association here last 
[ght. 
His subject was "War Powers 


'nder tho Constitution." 
"In the unusual circumstances of 
ar," said Mr. Hughes, "it Is natural that 
lere should be Borne Confusion with 
ospect to the constitutional warrant 
or extraordinary action taken or con- 
emplated. 
Some altogether miscon- 
eive the constitution. 
Others vague- 
v fear that wo aro serving temporary 
xigency at the expense of our 1'unda- 
lental law, and that 
wo are 
thus 
reeding a lawless constltutlon-ignor- 
ng spirit which is a serious menace 
o our future. 
Others seek to raise 
oubts of power In order to embarrass 
he prosecution of the war. And there 
eem to be still others who in their 
eal Impatiently and without tnought 
ut the constitution aside as having 
.0 relation to these times. 
"While we are at war, we are not 


n revolution. 
Wo are making war as 
nation organized under the constltu- 


ion, 
which which tho established im- 


ional authorities 
derive 
all 
their 
owers either in war or in peace. The 
onstltution is as effective today as it 
ver was and the oath to support it Is 
ust as binding. 
But the framers of 
he constitution did not contrive an 
mposlng spectacle of Impotenc- -. One 
f the objects of 'a more perfect union' 
vas 'to provide for the common de- 
ence.' 
A nation 
which 
could 
not 
ght would be powerless to secure 'the 
lessings of liberty to ourselves and 
ur posterity.' 
Self-preservation 
is 
he first law of national life and tho 
onstltution itself provides tho neces- 
ary powers in order to defend and 
ireaerve the United States. 
"Tho war 
powers under the con- 
titutlon aro carefully distributed. To 
ongress Is given the power 'to declare 
var.' 
The proposal to add 'to make 
peace.' found no favor, as this 
was 
lesmed to belong to the treaty-mak- 
ni? power vested In the president and 
eriate. 
To the president was given 
he direction of war as the command- 
er-in-chlef of the army and navy. 
It 
was not in contemplation of the con- 
stitution that the command of forces 
and the conduct of campaigns should 
IB in charge of a councl or that as to 
his there should be nivislon of ati- 
hority or responsibility.

cution of war demands in the highest 
legree tho promptness, directness and

War may bring particular business and 
enterprises clearly into tho chlegor> 
of those which aro affected with ; 
public interest and which demand Im- 
mediate and 
thorough-going 
punllr 
regulation. 
Tho production and dls 
trfbutton of 
foodstuffs, 
articles 
o 
prime necessity, those which havo di 
root relation to military ef)lciency( thoao 
which are absolutely required for the 
support of tho people during the stress 
of conflict, are plainly 
of 
this sort 
Reasonable regulations to 
safeguard 
tho resources upon which we clepftnr 
for military success must be regardoc 
as being within the powers confided 
to congress to enablo it to prosecute 
a successful war. 
"Similarly, It may bo said that tho 
power has boon expressly given to 
congress to prosecute war, and to paw; 
all laws which shall be necessary and 
proper for carrying that power into 
execution.

cxplioitb 
conferred and absolutely essential to 
the eafety of tho nation is not 
de- 
stroyed or impaired by any later pro- 
vision of the constitution or by anj 
one of the amendments. 
These may 
all bo construed BO as to avoid mak- 
ing1 the constitution fie If-destructive 
so as to preserve tho rights of the 
citizen 
from 
unwarrantable attack 
while assuring beyond all hazard th< 
common defence and tho perpetuity o 
our liberties..

Going and coming, we traveled 10,- 


800 miles across Bussia and Siberia in 
the private train of Mr. Nicholas Ro- 
manoff, late czar of Russia, now grow- 


_• potatoes about three miles north- 
east of Tobolsk, Tobolsk-co, Siberia. 


It was an extremely handsome train 


and I don't know anything that better 
lluslrates, in compact form, the huge 
and expensive folly of autocracy. 


There were nine cars, each a marvel- 


ous specimen of workmanship, inside 
and outside. They were made of steel 
and swung upon specially constructed 
springs of the finest tempered metal, no 
that they rode as it they were tloating 
n the air. 
In the original train there was a 
car for. the czar and his wife; a car 
for the children; a car for Baron Fred- 
ericks, the old chief boss of tho im- 
perial household, and for the imme- 
diate stall that attended upon tho czar 
and his family; a car for those that at- 
tended upon the immediate staff; two 
cars for the armed guards and those 
that attended upon those that attended 
upon the immediate staff that attended 
upon tlie czar and his family. 
There was also a kitchen car given 
up entirely to tho repairing of the im- 
perial diet; a car that contained the 
mperial dining room at one end and 
the imperial drawing room at tho oth- 
er; and the imperial bag-gage car. 
For a reason that I shall tell you 
later the czar's car was not used on 
this occasion. Most of us had rooms 
in Baron Frederick's car or in the 
children's car. 
In my room there was a book-case, 
a writing desk liberally equipped, a 
small closet, a great many shelves, a 
chair and a comfortable couch that 
became tho bed at night. There was 
also a wash stand with running water. 
The wood work was all exceedingly 
landsome and costly. Tlie walls were 
covered with some kind of satiny stuff 
in pink and blue, I think it was. Tho 
windows had double curtains of heavy 
silk. 
There was a beautiful thermometer 
Ixed outside my window, there was a 
jeautiful thermometer fixed inside my 
window, there was a beautiful ther- 
mometer on the wall of the corridor 
lust outside my door, the.re was a beau- 
tiful thermometer fixed outside the 
window of that corridor opposite my 
door. 
There was a very handsome bar- 
ometer done in brass on my wall and 
undor it a very handsomu clock. 
All the rooms on that car were fur- 
ilshed with similar luxury. Tho room 
of the crown prince, the czar's only 
don. was done In blue and gold. I be- 
iove. or something like that. It was 
.arg-er and contained two couches, easy 
chairs, a very good desk in which tho 
young man had left some of his pa- 
le.rs, and a double allotment of ther- 
mometers. 
I judged that the prince could lie in 
his bed and read tho temperature in 
four different spots at once, and if 
there Is any human felicity greater 
than that, what can it be? 
All the fittings in this room were sil- 
ver plated, ovon tho door handles. Ilia 
princolets Kle.pt behind a curtain th:'.t 
waa a peachy thing of a delicate shaflo 
the name of which T havo forgotten, 
but exports said it was perfectly gnind. 
Water was conveyed to his wash bowl 
through a silver plated pipe. 
The next two rooms wore equally 
argo and imposing. One was furnished 
n blue and some, other color, mauve, 
I think they said, and had beautiful 
rolling easy chairs and thermometers 
:o boat tho band. AH the rooms had

clocks, suggesting that the weather 
must have,

ject of intellectual discourse when thti 
Imperial party went out to ride.

All the rooms hnd very thlrlf, soft 
carpnts and hand pointed ikons. 
In tho ilnuving room part of tho 
dining car then-; was a marvelous ta- 
lile, which being opened in tho centre 
disclosed outfits, for ovory kind of 
gnme known to man. from roulette and 
fli.ro to cribbago and crapp. 
It wan swe.e.t io ride along In thai 


train and compare its barbarous pro- 
fusion of waste, and extravagance with 
Rome thlnga you saw out of tho win- 
dow.

and through so many hangings and 
they mussed things up no generally 
that It was decmcrl best to take that 
car out of the train. 


Yes, it was a grand contraption, that 
train. 
But observe what its glorias 
really amounted to. 
Six months .ago 
wherever it appeared in Russia it 'was 
a thing before which men bowed as A 
symbol of autocratic power that would 
last forever. And on June 12, around 
the table in it where tho czar had 
signed his abdication, sat the repre- 
sentatives of three democracies, 
the 
United States, China and Russia, and 
mocked at vanished autocracy. 
The czar had gone—but tho people 


remained.
